LL WTiters, of course, are different. If it were not so there would not 
be so many of them . 
B ut typical of them all is th a t long, often 
agonizing, pre-birth of ideas. 
Gestation is forever going on within the body-mind of the writer. 
Here, there, and everywhere, he is influenced. 
His eyes are gathering, 
his mind masticating, and his h eart creating warm th, so th a t when th a t 
w hich he gives to the world is finally bom, there may come a sense of 
satisfaction in that he h as been true to his art. 
To him , at least, his 
efforts and experience m ust bear some phase of pride, especially in his 
own sincerity. 
The world was deprived of a great giant in literature when Thomas 
Wolfe was taken out of the world a few m onths ago. 
He lived through 
a dozen or more tragedies as he wrote. Just before he started his fourth 
novel, he told me he intended putting into th a t book every last ounce 
of all th at he was —and as he explained to me w hat he intended writing, 
the sweat rolled from his big brow. Soon that book will be published, but 
I wonder how many people will feel th at perhaps he became a m artyr 
to his tremendously sincere effort to create? 
T he stories of Earl D err Biggers, creator of “Charlie C han,” read 
smoothly and as though they had taken no effort; yet he once told me 
th a t he sat before his typew riter for three months, suffering tortures, be­ 
cause he could not w’rite a line! 
John Steinbeck, whose stories are so realistic, but which only recently 
have been given the attention they so richly deserve, destroyed two or 
three finished novels before he would allow any publication — and when 
he subm itted his first ones, they were turned down by several pub­ 
lishers! His characters are so real th at should any of them m eet him on 
the street, they would im m ediately call him their friend. 
A writer has to go through quite a number of hells before he comes 
to his heaven! The characters of Dickens still live because Dickens lived. 
R ead the life story of E dna Ferber. You will then understand why it was 
she determined to write, and w’hy it is th a t she has gained the fine and 
ju st recognition th at has been hers for so long. 
The writer has to die a few tim es before he can m ake his writings live, 
and be read by those who have lived.

MOTHERS MAY 
GET “BONUS" 


Harrisburg, Feb. 7 (AP)—A “baby 
bonus” of $50 for needy m others in 
Pennsylvania is advocated by R ep­ 
resentative John J. Baker, of P itts­ 
burgh. 
He introduced a bill in the legis­ 
lature Monday night providing for 
paym ent of the bonus if the m oth­ 
er is needy and has resided in the 
state for one year. 
“My idea is not to increase the 
population,” Baker said. 
"It's just 
to make sure mothers can depend 
on proper medical attention.” 
Dog racing would be perm itted in 
the state under a bill introduced by 
Representative John L. Powers, Al­ 
legheny county democrat. 


The m easure would create a state 
racing commission of three m em ­ 
bers at a salary of $2,000 a year each 
which would be authorized to issue 
perm its for dog races. 
A ten per cent tax on the gross re ­ 
ceipts and five per cent on bets 
wagered through pari-m utuel m a­ 
chines would be used for m others’ 
assistance and state-aided hospitals. 
Other bills would: 
Appropriate $50,0000 toe om pensate 
Pennsylvania ex-soldiers, sailors or 
m arines awarded distinguished serv­ 
ice medals in all w arfare, dating 
back to the Spanish-A m erican con­ 
flict.

j An end to the civil war which has 
' paralyzed Spain 
and endangered 
Uhe peace of Europe 
for thirty 
months appeared imminent today. 
Dr. Juan Negrin, premier of gov­ 
ernment Spain, and his last die-hard 
supporters were reported in diplo­ 
matic circles to be swinging around 
to the view that they must yield. 
President Manuel Azana aban­ 
doned all appearance of clinging to 
Ills post as chief executive of the 
republic. 
After coming to France 
Sunday and staying a day near the 
frontier he went to a French re­ 
treat at Collonges. close to Geneva. 
Fighting in northern Spain ap­ 
peared to be over. 
Insurgent Generalissimo Francisco 
Franco checked the pace of his 
armies marching through the north­ 
eastern province of Catalonia to­ 
ward the French frontier while col­ 
umns of defeated government troops 
and refugees withdrew into France. 
Negrin was still in Spain today, 
but diplomatic sources said he was 
bending all his efforts toward order­ 
ly evacuation of his northern troops 
and the escape of refugees who had 
not yet crossed the border.
